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T he  Auction  Venue 

The  New  Connaught  Rooms  are  located  in 
Great  Queen  Street,  in  the  heart  of  London's 
Covent  Garden.  The  auction  takes  place  in 
the  Ulster  Room  and  viewing  on  the  day  of 
the  auction  is  in  the  Denbigh  Room;  both  are 
accessed  by  lift  to  the  3rd  floor. 

The  Rooms  are  a  3-minute  walk  from  the 
nearest  Underground  station,  Holborn 
(Central  and  Piccadilly  Lines),  which  is  a 
40-minute  direct  journey  from  Heathrow 
Airport. 

Numerous  buses  from  Charing  Cross,  Euston, 

King's  Cross  and  Waterloo  main  line  railway 
stations  stop  at  the  junction  of  Kingsway  and 
Great  Queen  Street.  The  nearest  covered  car 
park  is  at  the  corner  of  Drury  Lane  and  Parker 
Street,  2  minutes  away. 


A  veritable  and  fascinating  pot-pourri  of  items  are  combined  in  DNW's  last  auction  of  2005,  which 
brings  together  tickets  and  passes,  historical  and  art  medals,  important  groups  of  British  trade  tokens 
and  British  and  continental  coin  weights. 

The  medal  element  of  the  sale  begins  with  the  fourth  and  final  portion  of  British  pieces  from  the 
collection  of  James  Spencer,  among  which  is  a  very  rare  Beaufoy  Shakespearian  prize  of  the  City  of  London 
School  (lot  1213).  This  is  followed  by  a  group  of  medals  associated  with  the  artist  Sir  George  Frampton  (1860- 
1928),  including  many  pieces  exhibited  by  him  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  1908.  The  run  of  British  historical 
medals  includes  an  important  collection  of  bronze  medals  by  William  Wyon  in  a  purpose-built  cabinet, 
believed  to  have  been  part  of  the  artist's  reference  collection  (lot  1 305),  silver  and  copper  strikings  of  the  Capt 
Cook  memorial  issue  (lots  1303-4),  an  original  1852  electrotype  of  Pistrucci's  Waterloo  medal  (lot  1334)  and 
culminate  in  several  modern  issues  of  the  British  Art  Medal  Society.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  fact  that  there 
are  medals  named  to  three  well-known  British  numismatists,  John  Shirley-Fox  (lot  1226),  William  Luard 
Raynes  (lot  1382),  Percy  Gardner  (lot  1383)  as  well  as  the  northern  collector  Simeon  Lord  (lot  1201).  Devotees 
of  the  British  medal  of  the  late  18th  century  are  reminded  to  check  the  pages  devoted  to  two  collections  of 
trade  tokens  at  the  back  of  the  catalogue,  where  such  as  a  silver  medal  commemorating  the  50th  birthday  of 
Joseph  Priestley  can  be  found  (lot  2131). 

It  is  some  years  since  the  London  market  witnessed  the  dispersal  of  a  good  collection  of  medals  by 
Karl  Goetz.  The  90  pieces  offered  in  this  catalogue  span  the  period  of  the  Great  War  and  its  aftermath,  and 
feature  a  number  of  poignant  studies  which  emphasise  the  artist's  well  documented  satirical  take  on  the  events 
of  the  day.  These  are  complimented  by  a  further  series  of  satirical  German  medals  of  the  same  period  by  the 
likes  of  Walter  Eberbach,  Ludwig  Gies,  Arnold  Zadikow,  Fritz  Eue,  Martin  Gotze  and  Elizabeth  van  Esseo 
(starting  at  lot  1733).  There  are  also  some  spectacular  cast  bronzes  by  Pierre  Roche,  who  was  working  in 
France  at  the  same  time,  including  an  example  of  the  medal  commemorating  the  capture  of  Jerusalem  by  the 
Allies  in  1917  (lot  1684).  Several  of  the  more  notable  pieces  are  featured  on  the  Plates.  Elsewhere,  a  small 
group  of  medals  and  plaques  featuring  allegorical  male  nudes  share  the  stage  with  numerous  other  art  medals 
and  plaques  from  continental  Europe  and  further  afield. 

The  day's  last  session  is  given  over  to  trade  tokens,  headed  by  the  collection  of  95  1  7th  century  issues 
of  Southwark  put  together  by  Tony  Coker,  a  retired  City  shipbroker,  over  the  last  14  years.  This  is  followed  by 
the  greater  part  of  the  Staffordshire  17th  century  token  collection  formed  by  Geoffrey  Kay  which,  with  52 
different  pieces  from  an  original  holding  of  73,  is  the  best  group  of  the  county  to  be  sold  at  auction  for  over  60 
years. 

Devotees  of  the  18th  century  token  series  will  find  plenty  to  interest  them  in  this  catalogue  which, 
inter-alia,  includes  no  less  than  32  strikings  in  silver  -  a  modern-day  record  for  a  London  auction  in  itself.  First 
under  the  hammer  are  367  pieces  from  a  private  collection,  spanning  the  county  series  from  Bedfordshire  to 
Middlesex;  then  a  further  collection  of  590  English  tokens  which  borrows  its  title,  English  Provincial  Coins, 
from  those  of  the  pioneering  studies  by  Pye,  Conder  and  Sharp.  Both  collections  are  of  recent  formation  and, 
in  the  case  of  the  latter,  re-introduce  many  rare  and  desirable  pieces  from  the  Spence  and  Litrenta  collections 
to  the  auction  room,  giving  numismatists  who  were  disappointed  last  time  a  second  chance.  Some  pieces, 
though,  such  as  the  silver  trial  of  the  Birmingham  entrepreneur  Samuel  Garbett  (lot  2119),  the  uniface  trial  of 
Sir  John  Rous'  Blything  halfpenny  (lot  2083)  and  the  most  attractive  silver  penny  of  James  Conder  (lot  2090) 
have  not  been  offered  to  the  wider  market  in  recent  years. 

Concluding  the  day  is  a  good  group  of  no  less  than  215  Victorian-era  unofficial  farthings  from  the 
Geoffrey  Kay  collection,  a  mix  of  material  from  other  properties  which  features  an  exceptionally  fine  example 
of  Britain  s  highest  denomination  gold  token,  the  40  shilling  piece  issued  by  Reading  philanthropist  John 
Berkeley  Monck  (lot  2225  and  front  cover),  one  of  the  rare  Castlecomer  Colliery  countermarked  dollars  (lot 
2223)  and  the  collection  of  Irish  coin  weights  formed  by  the  late  Peter  Coles  (+2002),  a  former  aerospace 
engineer  of  Nashville,  USA.

General  Sir  Robert  John  Harvey  (tjune  1860)  entered  the  53rd 
(Shropshire)  Regiment  as  Ensign  in  1803;  Lieutenant,  60th  Regt,  1804; 
Captain,  53rd  Regt,  1806;  attended  Military  College  at  High  Wycombe, 
1807-9  and  served  briefly  in  Ireland  as  ADC  to  Brigadier  General 
Lightburne.  He  rejoined  his  regiment  in  March  1809,  it  being  ordered 
on  foreign  service.  Harvey  accompanied  the  53rd  to  Portugal  and 
served  as  Assistant  Quartermaster  General  of  the  British  and  of  the 
Portuguese  armies  in  Portugal,  Spain,  and  France  from  1 809  to  the  close 
of  the  war  in  1814.  He  was  present  at  the  battles  of  the  passage  of  the 
Douro  and  Busaco,  second  siege  of  Badajoz,  siege  and  storm  of  Ciudad 
Rodrigo  and  Badajoz,  battle  of  Salamanca,  siege  of  Burgos,  battles  of 
Vittoria,  Pyrenees  (slightly  wounded),  Nivelle,  Nive,  Orthes,  and 
Toulouse,  besides  numerous  minor  affairs.  From  1 809  to  1 81 1  he  was 
employed  in  procuring  intelligence  of  the  enemy  in  advance  of  the 
army,  in  organising  no  less  than  nine  Portuguese  Guerilla  Corps,  the 
officers  of  which  presented  him  with  an  elegant  sword  in  testimony  of 
his  services  with  them;  and  in  resisting  the  attempt  of  the  enemy's 
passage  of  the  Tagus  at  Chamusca.  From  1 81 1  to  1 81 4  he  was  the  organ 
of  communication  between  the  Duke  of  Wellington  and  the  Portuguese 
troops,  of  whom  he  was  second-in-command  under  Marshal  Beresford. 
For  his  conduct  at  the  battle  of  Orthes,  Harvey  was  thanked  by  name  in 
the  public  orders  of  the  Portuguese  army,  and  was  granted  the  Gold 
Medal.  In  addition  he  was  made  a  Commander  of  St  Benito  d'Avis  and  a 
Knight  of  the  Tower  and  Sword. 

Harvey  accompanied  Wellington  to  Paris  where  the  Duke  acted  as 
British  Ambassador.  His  last  service  to  his  Commanding  Officer  was  to 
carry  despatches  from  Paris  to  Lord  Beresford  at  Lisbon.  He  performed 
the  journey  of  nearly  1,400  miles,  from  Paris  to  Lisbon,  on  horseback 
in  fourteen  days,  a  feat  rarely  accomplished  by  an  equestrian  and  one 
which  may  be  truly  considered  of  an  extraordinary  character, 
considering  the  season  of  the  year,  the  nature  of  the  country  to  be 
passed,  and  the  danger  to  which  he  was  exposed.  On  his  return  to 
England  Harvey  settled  near  Norwich  and  took  a  prominent  part  in 
local  affairs.  Placed  on  half-pay  in  1 81 5,  he  was  knighted  in  1 81  7  and 
promoted  to  Colonel  in  1 830.  He  was  made  a  Companion  of  the  Bath  in 
1831,  receiving  subsequent  promotion  in  rank  to  Major-General  in 
1841,  to  Lieutenant-General  in  1851  and  to  General  in  August  1855.  He 
was  appointed  Colonel  of  the  2nd  West  India  Regiment  in  June  1 848. 
During  his  active  civil  career  Sir  Robert  became  a  member  of  the 
Royal  Society  and  the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  a  founding  fellow  and 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Botanic  Society,  a  founding  member  of 
the  United  Service  Club  and  promoter  of  the  British  Gas  Light  Company 
(consequently  Norwich  was  one  of  the  first  cities  in  England  to  be 
illuminated  by  coal  gas),  a  director  and  deputy  chairman  of  the  Eastern 
Counties  Railway,  a  director  of  the  Norwich  Fire  and  Norwich  Life 
Offices  and  a  founder  member  and  chairman  of  the  General 
Reversionary  Interest  Society  in  London.  His  outstanding  group  of

Newton's  were  supported  in  many  other  centres  beside  Leicester.  He 
laid  down  strict  rules  as  to  dress  and  religious  instruction.  Newton, 
himself  deeply  religious,  was  eccentric  in  the  extreme  and  a  stickler  for 
orthodoxy  and  detail.  He  is  buried  at  All  Saints  churchyard,  Leicester

Illustrated  on  the  Plates.  Percy  Gardner,  FSA  (1846-1937),  born  in 
Hackney,  London,  was  educated  at  City  of  London  School  and  Christ's 
College,  Cambridge  (for  an  1868  medal  named  to  him  see  DNW  54,  lot 
728],  of  which  he  became  a  Fellow  in  1872.  He  started  work  at  the 
British  Museum  the  previous  year,  becoming  one  of  the  editors  of  the 
British  Museum  catalogues  of  Greek  coins  published  between  1 873  and 
1 886.  From  1 887  to  1925  he  was  Professor  of  Classical  Archaeology  at 
Oxford  University.  His  literary  output  was  considerable,  and  included 
scholarly  works  on  Parthian  coins  (1877),  Samos  and  Samian  coins 
(1 882),  types  of  Greek  coins  (1 883),  and  a  numismatic  commentary  on 
Pausanias  (1887),  besides  many  other  papers  published  in  the 
Numismatic  Chronicle.  He  co-authored  a  manual  of  Greek  antiquities 
with  Dr  Jevons  in  1 895  and  continued  to  write  on  Greek  and  religious 
matters  through  the  first  three  decades  of  the  20th  century.  Gardner  was

Goetz's  medal,  inspired  by  one  of  the  most  infamous  incidents  of  the 
war,  led  to  the  well  known  issue  by  the  British  of  crude  copies  sold  as 
anti-German  propaganda  on  behalf  of  the  Red  Cross.  The  medals  have 
been  discussed  on  numerous  occasions  in  the  numismatic  press  and 
Kienast  gives  a  full  and  interesting  account.  Goetz's  justification  of  the 
piece  was  that  it  was  in  no  way  intended  to  celebrate  the  disaster  but 
rather  lo  castigate  the  Cunard  Line  for  putting  innocent  civilians  at  risk 
for  the  sake  of  profit;  underwater  photography  has  recently  revealed 
that  the  Lusitania  was  indeed  carrying  arms.  It  is  unknown  how  many 
original  medals  were  made  but  in  a  letter  dated  1916  Goetz  claims  he 
sold  1 80,  75  of  which  went  to  the  Amsterdam  dealer  Jacques  Schulman

John  Berkeley  Monck  (1768-1834),  educated  at  Eton,  studied  law  at  the 
Middle  Temple  and  settled  at  Coley  Park,  Reading,  in  1796.  A 
philanthropist  and  reformer,  Monck  was  left  a  £100,000  fortune  on  the 
death  of  his  father  in  1 809.  In  determining  to  do  something  about  the 
state  of  the  precious  metal  coinage  in  circulation,  Monck  had  70oz.  of 
standard  gold  coined  into  40  shilling  pieces  by  Edward  Thomason's 
Birmingham  manufactory  sometime  in  early  1812.  Monck's  plans  for  a 
second  issue,  the  gold  for  which  he  advertised  to  buy  in  the  Reading 
Mercury  on  1 3  April  1 81 2,  were  abandoned  after  an  intervention  by  the 
Prime  Minister,  Spencer  Percival,  who  himself  was  assassinated  on  12 
May  1812  while  leaving  the  chamber  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Monck  unsuccessfully  contested  one  of  the  borough  seats  for  Reading  in 
the  general  election  of  November  1812;  he  was  later  elected  MP  for 
Reading  in  1820  and  again  in  1826

Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents 
shall  thereafter  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  of  any  kind,  whether 
caused  by  negligence  or  otherwise,  while  any  lot  is  in  its  custody  or  under 
its  control. 

1 1  Remedies  for  non-payment  or  failure  to  collect  purchase 

If  any  lot  is  not  paid  for  in  full  and  taken  away  in  accordance  with  Conditions 
6  and  10,  or  if  there  is  any  other  breach  of  either  of  those  Conditions,  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  as  agent  of  the  seller  shall,  at  its  absolute  discretion  and 
without  prejudice  to  any  other  rights  it  may  have,  be  entitled  to  exercise  one 
or  more  of  the  following  rights  and  remedies: 

(a)  to  proceed  against  the  buyer  for  damages  for  breach  of  contract. 

(b)  to  rescind  the  sale  of  that  or  any  other  lots  sold  to  the  defaulting  buyer  at 
the  same  or  any  other  auction. 

(c)  to  re-sell  the  lot  or  cause  it  to  be  re-sold  by  public  auction  or  private  sale 
and  the  defaulting  buyer  shall  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  any  resulting 
deficiency  in  the  'total  amount  due'  (after  deduction  of  any  part  payment  and 
addition  of  re-sale  costs)  and  any  surplus  shall  belong  to  the  seller. 

(d)  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the  lot  at  the  expense  of  the  defaulting  buyer 
and,  in  the  case  of  storage,  either  at  Dix  Noonan  Webb  premises  or 
elsewhere. 

(e)  to  charge  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  2  percent  per  month  on  the  'total 
amount  due'  to  the  extent  it  remains  unpaid  for  more  than  5  working  days 
after  the  day  of  the  auction. 

(f)  to  retain  that  or  any  other  lot  sold  to  the  same  buyer  at  the  sale  or  any  other 
auction  and  release  it  only  after  payment  of  the  'total  amount  due'. 

(g)  to  reject  or  ignore  any  bids  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  defaulting  buyer 
at  any  future  auctions  or  obtaining  a  deposit  before  accepting  any  bids  in 
future. 

(h)  to  apply  any  proceeds  of  sale  then  due  or  at  any  time  thereafter  becoming 
due  to  the  defaulting  buyer  towards  settlement  of  the  'total  amount  due'  and 
to  exercise  a  lien  on  any  property  of  the  defaulting  buyer  which  is  in  Dix 
Noonan  Webb's  possession  for  any  purpose. 

12  Liability  of  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  sellers 

(a)  Goods  auctioned  are  usually  of  some  age.  All  goods  are  sold  with  all 
faults  and  imperfections  and  errors  of  description.  Illustrations  in  catalogues 
are  for  identification  only.  Buyers  should  satisfy  themselves  prior  to  the  sale 
as  to  the  condition  of  each  lot  and  should  exercise  and  rely  on  their  own 
judgement  as  to  whether  the  lot  accords  with  its  description.  Subject  to  the 
obligations  accepted  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  under  this  Condition,  none  of  the 
seller,  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  or  agents  is  responsible  for  errors  of 
descriptions  or  for  the  genuineness  or  authenticity  of  any  lot.  No  warranty 
whatever  is  given  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  or  agents,  or  any  seller 
to  any  buyer  in  respect  of  any  lot  and  any  express  or  implied  conditions  or 
warranties  are  hereby  excluded. 

(b)  Any  lot  which  proves  to  be  a  'deliberate  forgery'  may  be  returned  by  the 
buyer  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  within  1 5  days  of  the  date  of  the  auction  in  the 
same  condition  in  which  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  auction,  accompanied  by 
a  statement  of  defects,  the  number  of  the  lot,  and  the  date  of  the  auction  at 
which  it  was  purchased.  If  Dix  Noonan  Webb  is  satisfied  that  the  item  is  a 
'deliberate  forgery'  and  that  the  buyer  has  and  is  able  to  transfer  a  good  and 
marketable  title  to  the  lot  free  from  any  third  parly  claims,  the  sale  will  be  set 
aside  and  any  amount  paid  in  respect  of  the  lot  will  be  refunded,  provided 
that  the  buyer  shall  have  no  rights  under  this  Condition  if: 

(i)  the  description  in  the  catalogue  at  the  date  of  the  sale  was  in  accordance 


with  the  then  generally  accepted  opinion  of  scholars  and  experts  or  fairly 
indicated  that  there  was  a  conflict  of  such  opinion;  or 
(ii)  the  only  method  of  establishing  at  the  date  of  publication  of  the  catalogue 
that  the  lot  was  a  'deliberate  forgery'  was  by  means  of  scientific  processes  not 
generally  accepted  for  use  until  after  publication  of  the  catalogue  or  a 
process  which  was  unreasonably  expensive  or  impractical. 

(c)  A  buyer's  claim  under  this  Condition  shall  be  limited  to  any  amount  paid 
in  respect  of  the  lot  and  shall  not  extend  to  any  loss  or  damage  suffered  or 
expense  incurred  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  The  benefit  of  the  Condition  shall  not  be  assignable  and  shall  rest  solely 
and  exclusively  in  the  buyer  who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  condition,  shall  be 
and  only  be  the  person  to  whom  the  original  invoice  is  made  out  by  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot  sold. 

Conditions  mainly  concerning  Sellers  and  Consignors 

13  Warranty  of  title  and  availability 

The  seller  warrants  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  to  the  buyer  that  he  or  she  is 
the  true  owner  of  the  property  or  is  properly  authorised  to  sell  the  property 
by  the  true  owner  and  is  able  to  transfer  good  and  marketable  title  to  the 
property  free  from  any  third  party  claims.  The  seller  will  indemnify  Dix 
Noonan  Webb,  its  servants  and  agents  and  the  buyer  against  any  loss  or 
damage  suffered  by  either  in  consequence  or  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the 
seller. 

14  Reserves 

The  seller  shall  be  entitled  to  place  prior  to  the  auction  a  reserve  on  any  lot, 
being  the  minimum  'hammer  price'  at  which  that  lot  may  be  treated  as  sold. 
A  reserve  once  placed  by  the  seller  shall  not  be  changed  without  the  consent 
of  Dix  Noonan  Webb.  Dix  Noonan  Webb  may  at  their  option  sell  at  a 
'hammer  price'  below  the  reserve  but  in  any  such  cases  the  sale  proceeds  to 
which  the  seller  is  entitled  shall  be  the  same  as  they  would  have  been  had 
the  sale  been  at  the  reserve.  Where  a  reserve  has  been  placed,  only  the 
auctioneer  may  bid  on  behalf  of  the  seller. 

15  Authority  to  deduct  commission  and  expenses 

The  seller  authorises  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  deduct  commission  at  the  'stated 
rate'  and  'expenses'  from  the  'hammer  price'  and  acknowledges  Dix  Noonan 
Webb's  right  to  retain  the  premium  payable  by  the  buyer. 

1 6  Rescission  of  sale 

If  before  Dix  Noonan  Webb  remit  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller,  the  buyer 
makes  a  claim  to  rescind  the  sale  that  is  appropriate  and  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
is  of  the  opinion  that  the  claim  is  justified,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  is  authorised 
to  rescind  the  sale  and  refund  to  the  buyer  any  amount  paid  to  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  in  respect  of  the  lot. 

1 7  Payment  of  sale  proceeds 

Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  remit  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller  not  later  than 
35  days  after  the  auction,  but  if  by  that  date  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  not 
received  the  'total  amount  due'  from  the  buyer  then  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will 
remit  the  sale  proceeds  within  five  working  days  after  the  date  on  which  the 
'total  amount  due'  is  received  from  the  buyer.  If  credit  terms  have  been 
agreed  between  Dix  Noonan  Webb  and  the  buyer,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall 
remit  to  the  seller  the  sale  proceeds  not  later  than  35  days  after  the  auction 
unless  otherwise  agreed  by  the  seller. 

18  If  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the  'total  amount  due' 
within  3  weeks  after  the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will  endeavour  to  notify 
the  seller  and  take  the  seller's  instructions  as  to  the  appropriate  course  of 
action  and,  so  far  as  in  Dix  Noonan  Webb's  opinion  is  practicable,  will  assist 
the  seller  to  recover  the  'total  amount  due'  from  the  buyer.  If  circumstances 
do  not  permit  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  take  instructions  from  the  seller,  the 
seller  authorises  Dix  Noonan  Webb  at  the  seller's  expense  to  agree  special 
terms  for  payment  of  the  'total  amount  due',  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the 
lot  sold,  to  settle  claims  made  by  or  against  the  buyer  on  such  terms  as  Dix 
Noonan  Webb  shall  in  its  absolute  discretion  think  fit,  to  take  such  steps  as 
are  necessary  to  collect  monies  due  by  the  buyer  to  the  seller  and  if 
necessary  to  rescind  the  sale  and  refund  money  to  the  buyer. 


19  If,  notwithstanding  that  the  buyer  fails  to  pay  to  Dix  Noonan  Webb  the 
'total  amount  due'  within  three  weeks  after  the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb 
remits  the  'sale  proceeds'  to  the  seller,  the  ownership  of  the  lot  shall  pass  to 
Dix  Noonan  Webb, 

20  Charges  for  withdrawn  lots 

Where  a  seller  cancels  instructions  for  sale,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  reserve  the 
right  to  charge  a  fee  of  15%  of  Dix  Noonan  Webb's  then  latest  estimate  or 
middle  estimate  of  the  auction  price  of  the  property  withdrawn,  together  with 
Value  Added  Tax  thereon  if  the  seller  is  resident  in  the  European  Union,  and 
'expenses'  incurred  in  relation  to  the  property. 

21  Rights  to  photographs  and  illustrations 

The  seller  gives  Dix  Noonan  Webb  full  and  absolute  right  to  photograph  and 
illustrate  any  lot  placed  in  its  hands  for  sale  and  to  use  such  photographs  and 
illustrations  and  any  photographs  and  illustrations  provided  by  the  seller  at 
any  time  at  its  absolute  discretion  (whether  or  not  in  connection  with  the 
auction). 

22  Unsold  lots 

Where  any  lot  fails  to  sell,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  notify  the  seller 
accordingly.  The  seller  shall  make  arrangements  either  to  re-offer  the  lot  for 
sale  or  to  collect  the  lot. 

23  Dix  Noonan  Webb  reserve  the  right  to  charge  commission  up  to  one-half 
of  the  'stated  rates'  calculated  on  the  'bought-in  price'  and  in  addition 
'expenses'  in  respect  of  any  unsold  lots. 

General  conditions  and  definitions 

24  Dix  Noonan  Webb  sells  as  agent  for  the  seller  (except  where  it  is  stated 
wholly  or  partly  to  own  any  lot  as  principal)  and  as  such  is  not  responsible  for 
any  default  by  seller  or  buyer. 

25  Any  representation  or  statement  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb,  in  any  catalogue 
as  to  authorship,  attribution,  genuineness,  origin,  date,  age,  provenance, 
condition  or  estimated  selling  price  is  a  statement  of  opinion  only.  Every 
person  interested  should  exercise  and  rely  on  his  or  her  own  judgement  as  to 
such  matters  and  neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are 
responsible  for  the  correctness  of  such  opinions. 

26  Whilst  the  interests  of  prospective  buyers  are  best  served  by  attendance  at 
the  auction,  Dix  Noonan  Webb  will,  if  so  instructed,  execute  bids  on  their 
behalf.  Neither  Dix  Noonan  Webb  nor  its  servants  or  agents  are  responsible 
for  any  neglect  or  default  in  doing  so  or  for  failing  to  do  so. 

27  Dix  Noonan  Webb  shall  have  the  right,  at  its  discretion,  to  refuse  admission 
to  its  premises  or  attendance  at  its  auctions  by  any  person. 

28  Dix  Noonan  Webb  has  absolute  discretion  without  giving  any  reason  to 
refuse  any  bid,  to  divide  any  lot,  to  combine  any  two  or  more  lots,  to  withdraw 
any  lot  from  the  auction  and  in  case  of  dispute  to  put  up  any  lot  for  auction 
again. 

29  (a)  Any  indemnity  under  these  Conditions  shall  extend  to  all  actions, 
proceedings  costs,  expenses,  claims  and  demands  whatever  incurred  or 
suffered  by  the  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  indemnity. 

(b)  Dix  Noonan  Webb  declares  itself  to  be  a  trustee  for  its  relevant  servants 
and  agents  of  the  benefit  of  every  indemnity  under  these  Conditions  to  the 
extent  that  such  indemnity  is  expressed  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  its  servants  and 
agents. 

SO  Any  notice  by  Dix  Noonan  Webb  to  a  seller,  consignor,  prospective  bidder 
or  buyer  may  be  given  by  first  class  mail  or  airmail  and  if  so  given  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  duly  received  by  the  addressee  48  hours  after  posting. 

)  1  These  Conditions  shall  be  governed  by  and  construed  in  accordance  with 
English  law.  All  transactions  to  which  these  Conditions  apply  and  all  matters 
connected  therewith  shall  also  be  governed  by  English  law.  Dix  Noonan 
Webb  hereby  submits  to  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  English  courts  and  all 
other  parties  concerned  hereby  submit  to  the  non-exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the 
English  courts.
